The Advance in Price. 


There is a sharp advance in the prices of 
almost everything the family requires to 
live upon due mainly to the short crops in 
the west and south. Flouris higher than 
a year ago by two dollar a barrel, and corn 
is from fifteen to twenty cents higher per 
bushel. Cotton seed meal that was re- 
tailed in Portland and Lewiston last win- 
ter at $1.30 per hundred, is now worth in 
those places $1.75 and dealers in this city 
ask $2.00. The New York Herald has care- 
fully prepared tables showing the compar- 
ative cost of a large number of the necessa- 
ries of life at the present time anda year 
ago. From these it appears that during 
the past twelve months extra wheat has ad- 
vanced from $1.08 to $1.45 per bushel, 
common flour from $4 to $6.25, and pa- 
tents, from $7 to $8.25 and $8.50 per bbl.; 
rye flour, from $4.50 to $6.25; corn, from 
57 to 77 cents per bushel; beef, hind quar- 
ters, from 9 and 10 cents to 114g and 12 
cents; lamb, from 8 cents to 10 cents; 
mutton, from 8 to 9 cents; turkeys, from 
16 to 20 cents; chickens, from 16 to 22 
cents; salt pork, from $13.50 to $16.50 per 
bbl.; hams, from 113g to 13 cents; lard, 
from 94 to 133¢ cents; live hogs, from ¢ 
to 734 cents ; eggs, from 20 to 22 cents; po- 
tatoes, from 55 to 80 cents; apples, and in 
fact all kinds of frult except pears, cost 
twice as much as they did last fall. There 
has not been much change in butter and 
cheese quotations, though butter sells at 
retail higher than it did last year. Gro- 
ceries of all kinds except tea and coffee are 
a shade higher than they were in 1880. 
These figures are for the best grades of 
articles mentioned, but the advance is 
about the same on others. 

We have already said that the cause of 
this general advance in provisions is easily 
found in the short crops in the west, 
caused by the extreme drouth of the past 
summer. The corn crop is short 500,000,000 
bushels which means higher pork, lard. 
beef and mutton which are mainly manu- 
factured from corn. The wheat crop is 
reported at least 150,000,000 bushels short, 
which fully justifies the advance in flour. 
It is the off year for apples and the crop is 
almost everywhere light. Maine will get 
nearly an average crop and should make 
the most of it. Potatoes suffered severe- 
ly from the drouth and there is a light crop 
all over the country. Butfor the compe- 
tition which the products of the dairy meet 
in the pseudo butter and cheese, there 
would have been a sharp advance in these. 








- As it is, butter and cheese as compared 


with provisions generally are low. 
To those farmers who have hay, grain, 


apples, potatoes, poultry and other pro-| 


ducts of the farm to sell, the rise is fortu- 
nate, but it will fall heavily on those whose 
crops have been cut off, and on the non-pro- 
ducers in our cities and large villages. There 
will be no real scarcity of any of the 
necessaries of life, and no starvation 
prices. It is simply a sharp advance 
consequent upon a falling off in our 
usual production of the cereal grains. 
Had we produced as much as last year, 
produce would have been a drug in 
the market because there will be much less 
call for our breadstuffs in Europe than 
there was last year. Russia has raised a 
large surplus and France will have wheat 
to sell. This fact will have a tendency to 
keep down the prices here to a much lower 
figure than they otherwise might have 
been. In view of the advance in the price 
of living, it is the plain duty of every one 
who has to go into the markets and buy, 
to practice as strict economy as is consist- 
ent with health and comfort; to be careful 
about getting into debt, for the way out is 
often extremely difficult. If the old hat, 
coat, cloak or dress is comfortable, make 
it do another winter; it may not be quite 
as nice looking as new, but if it. will keep 
you warm and comfortable itis better to 
wear it than purchase another with money 
that may be needed for something else, 
and infinitely better than to get in debt for 
a new one. 





The Root Crop. 
We are glad to notice that farmers are 
not inclined to give up the root crop, not- 
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vated, is thrown over the structure, until the 
whole is covered to the depth of two feet. 
A door should be made in the exposed end 
of the cellar, through which the roots may 
be put in and taken out. The smaller the 
door, and still be convenient, the better, as 
it allows of less exposure tu the frost. A 
quantity of straw pressed in the door-way, 
will add greatly in keeping out the frost. 


An Augusta Farmer. 


Mr. Samuel Guild of Augusta, is as good 
an example of the thrifty New England 
farmer as we happen to know of, and it 
does one good to visit him at harvest time 
and see the bountiful and well matured 
crops he gathers. He cultivates a good 
farm, made and kept so by hard, unremit- 
ting work, the chief part of which he per- 
forms himself. He keeps a hired man 
through the year and in haying time has 
two or more, but he always leads his help 
and generally has been able to do the work 
of two ordinary men. He has cleared his 
fields of stone and put them into fence, 
and these stone fences which separate the 
fields from the pastures and divide the 
fields into convenient areas, represent an 
amount of hard, muscular labor for both 
man and beast which is tiresome even to 
contemplate. The rocks were large bould- 
ers, many of them requiring to be blasted 
and greatly subdivided before they could 
be handled. But the work has been done 
and well done and no more fencing will 
need to be done upon this farm for gener- 
ations. 

In 1806, Cyrus Guild moved from Wren- 
tham, Mass., to what is now know as the 
Pullen farm in Augusta, and here his chil- 
dren were born and reared. In 1830, he 
purchased of Hon. James W. North, the 
farm of which we have just been speaking, 
on which twelve acres had been cleared 
and a barn built. He commenced to build 
a dwelling house on the 7th day of April 
of that year, and moved into it May the 
25th following. This is the house which 
unchanged is now occupied by Samuel 
Guild. In 1846, Samuel Guild came into 
possession of the place on condition that 
he should support his father during his re- 
maining years which he faithfully accom- 
plished. The original farm consisted of 
160 acres, 28 of which went to Cyrus Guild, 
Jr., who now cultivates it, and the balance 
constitutes the present homestead of Samuel 
Guild above mentioned. Something over 
fifty acres are in mowing and tillage and 
the balance in pasturing and woodland. 

Mr. Guild has always engaged in mixed 
farming, making it a point to raise his fam- 
ily supplies or as many of them as the 
climate will admit of, upon his farm. For 
thirty years he has raised his own wheat, 
and generally has corn to sell. But he al- 
so buys corn, selling his own at two cents 
per pound and buying the western for a 
cent and a half or less. He plants an early 
variety of eight rowed corn and never 
fails of acrop. His hay crop amounts to 
from 60 to 75 tons yearly, and he usually 
sells about twenty tons a year, purchasing 
dressing and hauling it from the city to 
keep up the fertility of his farm. He has 
always done his farm work excepting mow- 
ing and raking with oxen, and thinks them 
much better than horses for general farm 
work. He has a fine orchard of about 150 
trees which he set out himself and which 
receives careful attention. It is small com- 
pared with some, but few pay better, for 
the reason that he raises no inferior sorts 
and by care in cultivation, reduces the poor 
or second class fruit to the minimum. 

His stock consists of Maine State pure 
bred Jerseys, and a handsomer herd it 
would be very difficult to find. He has 
six cows, several of them descend- 
ants of the famous “Cream Pot” which 
sold for fifteen hundred dollars, and two 
heifers. The cows are marked much alike, 
white and fawn being the prevailing col- 
ors. Each animal is a pet, and kind care 
and attention have entirely overcome the 
shyness peculiar to these cattle and they 
will follow one all over the field. Mr. 
Guild makes butter making a specialty and 
sells his product to families in Augusta 
who contract for the season at a fixed 
price per pound. The season commences 
in the spring and closes about the middle 
of October. He makes the true gilt edged 
article, and families rarely look for any- 
thing better after having once tried the 
quality of his product. He keeps pure 
bred fowl, the brown Leghorn being his 
favorite at the present time. His sales 
from the farm consist of hay, butter, fruit, 
eggs and poultry. 

Mr. Guild has the reputation of being a 
very successful farmer and he deserves it. 
He has never engaged in any other busi- 
ness, and he has made it pay. He has be- 
come forehanded by farming. And there

Sagadahoc Fair. 

The jagadahoc County Fair closed on 
Thursday of last week with fine weather and 
a large attendance. Doubtless five or six 
thousand persons were in attendance on 
that day. The receipts were $1900, about 
two hundred dollars better than last year. 
Great credit is due to Mr. Mallett, Presi- 
dent, Mr. Smith, Secretary, and to Mr. Hol- 
brook and others of the Trustees for the 
successful issue of the 27th Fair. The 
trotting under the direction of Wm. R. Field 
of Brunswick, as chairman of the commit- 
tee, was well conducted. ‘T'wo races came 
off Thursday, one for the 2.50 class and one 
for the 2.34. There were four entries in 
each race. In the first race, Gray Nose 
took the first money. Little ®Bess, second, 
Susan, third. Time, 2.41'¢, 2.43, 2.41}¢. 
2.4444. In the second, or 2.34 class, Black 
Arthur won in the straight heats, Hopeful, 
second, Aroostook Boy, third. Time, 2.41, 
2.37, 2.4034. Lydia M. came under the 
wire on the first and second heats in 2.32, 
but was set back on the first and distanced 
on the second for breaking. 

We learn that there is a project on foot 
to unite the Maine Pomological Society for 
exhibition purposes with the Sagadahoc 
Agricultural Society, and the idea strikes 
us very favorably. The 'Society’s grounds 
at Topsham are good, easily accessible and 
Brunswick near by is an important railroad 
center. The county fairs at Topsham are 
always well attended and the additional at- 
traction of having the Maine Pomological 
display would largely increase the atten- 
dance. It is quite well settled that, exhib- 
iting by itself, the Maine Pomological So- 
ciety is not always sure of success. We 
hope that a satisfactory arrangement may 
be made to unite with the Sagadalioc or 
some other live county society, and in many 
respects Topsham offers special induce- 
ments. The matter will be discussed and 
some action taken at the annual meetings 
of the two societies.

Gathering and Storing Apples. 


In gathering apples from the trees to 
store for w use, provide yourself with 
a strong, light ladder, some two feet wide 
at the bottom and 4 to ° point at the 
top—the two ends to be beveled togeth r 
and pinned—this style of ladder being more 
easy to handle and place among the top 
branches of a tree, than the one common- 
ly used, and not so much danger of knock- 
ing off the fruit.

Mostly About Apples. 


Our State fair was quite a success in 
powne attendance, 19,917 tickets having 
een sold as against 13,861 in 1880 and 17,- 
658 in 1879. Inthe matter of interest among 
exhibitors, there has been a great fallin 
off, none of the live stock class being wel 
filled and some of them very meagrely in- 
deed. But the apple show was a frost 
te, 








success, the best ever made in the 
over 700 plates being displayed. All this 
was the result of a little work put in by in- 
terested parties the premiums amountin 
to less than $75 all told. Very little fruit 
besides apples was brought in, although 
the Champlain valley produces pears, 
ees and plums in abundance—so pro- 
use indeed that many thousand bushels of 
pears are said to be now rotting on the 
ground for want of buyers. But this is not 
so with apples. I hear of a single orchard 
where the crop is estimated at 5000 bar- 
rels, all now contracted for at $3 per bar- 
rel. Whether the sharp cold of last night, 
which has frozen my apples solid on the 
trees, has struck our Champlain friends as 
hard, I, of course, cannot know. If it has, 
and if Maine has suffered the same 
misfortune, apples are going to be even 
scarcer than peaches were. But I hope the 
loss is not so general. It is now snowing 
and bids fair to freeze as hard to-night as 
last night. And this is the first frost of 
the season. I gathered my grapes late in 
the afternoon yesterday, and the foliage of 
the vines was as green and vigorous as at 
any time during the summer. The fruit 
was very fairly ripened, the Salem being 
the most thoroughly so of any. 

Speaking of apples, I would like to say a 
few words about my little contribution to 
the Gardiner exhibition. It was not my 
object to make a display of handsome fruit, 
otherwise I should have sent Duchess of 
Oldenburgh, Alexander, and a dozen more 
sorts of that kind. I simply aimed at ex- 
hibiting, for the benefit of those interested 
in fruit growing in the hard spots, some 
sorts that will stand any amount of win- 
ter’s cold. The late coloring of winter 
kinds prevented me from showing the Ma- 
gog Red streak and Scott’s Wiuter, as they 
should be seen to form a correct idea of 
their looks when in perfection. Even the 
Wealthy was by no means fully cvolored 
(he varieties were nearly all new, and of 
course such are not described in Downing’s 
great work, the last edition of which bears 
the date of 1870. Not even the Northfield 
Beauty there deseribed is the Northtieid 
Beauty exhibited by me. The former is an 
apple of unknown origin, a fall fruit of use 
only fur culinary purposes. But some seem 
te be unaware that since the lust edition of 
Downing was issued. three appendices have 
appeared, one each in 1872, 1876 and 1881 
in the appendix of 1876, p. 19, the appie 
exhibited by me under the above name will 
be found deseribed as the “Northfield 
Beauty Crab.” ‘The reason why it was so 
named was perhaps partly to distinguish it 
from the other apple of the same name, but 
also because the original tree was like the 
Wealthy raised from a crab apple seed. If 
this makes an apple a “crab,” then no doubt 
hundreds of lar apples are equally 
‘“erabs.” I have just measured two speci- 
mens of this “crab,” one of which is 914 
and the other 10 inches in circumference. 
It is a fine dessert apple, preferred even to 
Fameuse by many. Downing gives its seas- 
on as September—December. But I can- 
not now (Oct. 5) find a specimen in eatable 
condition, and they are frequently kept in 
good order until the first of March. This 
fine apple was grown from a seed of the 
small yellow Siberian crab by Leonard D. 
Cady of Northfield, Vt. Its relation to its 
crab parent is shown only by the delicate 
waxen beauty of its skim, and the ease with 
which it is bruised and shows a bruise. 
This defect lessens its value as a market 
apple. The tree seems quite hardy here, 
and is an early and prolific bearer. In the 
same appendix may be found the Magog 
Red Streak, the McIntosh and Phomb's Ci- 
der, the first and last of which were in my 
collection at Gardiner, while the McIntosh 
Red, (which bore for the first time with me 
a few specimens in young trees this year) 
is highly valued in Canada as one of the 
best of the Fameuse Seedlings, being double 
the size of that variety and the tree hardier. 
Like its parent, its fruit is unfortunately 
subject to the black fungous spot, worse 
some years than others. In quality it very 
closely r bles the Fa 

In the third appendix of Downing (1881) 
may be found the Canada Baldwin, Deca- 
rie, Fameuse Sucree, Wolf River and Yel- 
low Transparent. Specimens of the first 
and of the last two of these were shown by 
me in Gardiner; while the Peach of Mon- 
treal and Scott’s Winter, though known to 
Mr. Downing. have not yet been described 
by him. The Decarie and Fameuse Sucree 
have been described by me in your columns 
and I have received many applications for 
cions. Asarule, 1 will not send cions of 
any variety until I am sure I have it by the 
proof of actual bearing. But | was coaxed 
so hard *‘just to spare one or two.” by sev- 
eral of my Maine correspondents, that | 
complied, and now I expect I have gota 
good lesson. for I fear my trees of Fameuse 
Sucree are merely common Fameuse. My 
first cions were. with those of the Decarie, 
sent to me by Mr. Charles Gibb, an active 
member of the Montreal Horticultural So- 
ciety, who took the pains t6 ride seven 
miles out of the city in winter and wade 
through snow leg-deep to get these cions 
from the original trees. Nevertheless, I 
fear there was a mistake in the Fameuse 
Sucree, which has borne this year with me 
for the first time, and so far shows little or 
no difference from Fameuse. This hard 
freeze will, | suppose, destroy these apples. 
so that I cannot be perfectly certain, by 
seei g them when quite mature, until an- 
other year. But in my recent trip to Mon. 
treal, | visited the original Fameuse Sucree 
tree and cut cions of it from branches lad- n 
with the fruit, so | know I have it right this 
time, and if [ live long enough 1 will yei 
distribute the genuine amoung my gvood 
friends in Maine. 

Potatoes are a very short crop in Ver- 
mont this year. Shippers are now paying 
65 cents a bushel for them at our station. 
and finding it hard work to fill up their 
cars at that rate. The prospect is that 
every bushel of potatoes in the farmer's 
hands will be equivalent to a good silver 
(or gold) dollar long before the new year 
opens. Our corn crop is all got in good 
shape, thanks to a frostless September. 
One of my Com who supplies New- 
port village with milk from his herd of 40 
cows, chuckled when he told me yesterday 
that the feed-store men were asking $1.7" 
per ewt. for meal—*‘but,” said he, **I have 
got 500 bushels of your Pedigree corn in 
crib from less than seven acres, so what do 
I care for that.” lam glad to see such an 
increase in the interest in grain gro 
amongst our farmers.

The soil 
where it grew was rich, but it is said to 
flourish on light, poor soil, which, if so, is 
its chief recommendation as a crop for 
green manuring. Further experiments are 
necessary. Wood ashes is an ingredient in 
some of the commercial fertilizers and is 
said to work well. Mixed with good bone 
meal, it forms an excellent top dressing for 
lawns, etc. Wood ashes should not be 
mixed with stable manure unless in the 
compost, with plenty of absorbents to save 
the ammonia. 





Barn cellars, basements, and ground 
lodgments, should never become, as they 
often do, store rooms for animal excre- 
ment, compost accumulations or filth, dry 
or wet of any kind. It isa matter of the 
greatest importance that nothing foul be 
allowed in or near, there to remain, any 
apartment of the human or animal dwel- 
lers. For the vital functions of respiration 
nature furpishes the needful element of at- 
mospheric air in its greatest purity, and 
without contamination it must perform its 
service if a faithful servant of health. Of 
the fearful plagues that have at various pe- 
riods destroyed the lives of men and ani- 
mals in such immense numbers, it seems to 
be now well established that they were em- 
anations of filth. There are poisons so ac- 
tive as to produce fatal results almost in- 
stantly, and the structure of human dwel- 
lings. when saturated with impurities 
at the time of occupancy, become active 
agents in producing disease, suffering and 
death. D.

Mr. Geo. P. Lord, of Elgin, at the Dairy- 
men’s Convention at Jamesville, said that 
ensiluge and cheap fudder were synonymous 
terms. A gentleman in New York had tried 
it three years, preserving three hundred 
tons of fodder last year, which was better 
when fed than when cut. The ordinary 
cost of feeding a cow is from sixteen w 
twenty cents a day—by-ensilage not over 
nine cents, a saving per year of $26 to $40. 
or the price of the cow. The coat of raising 
a yearling steer weighing 1.700 pounds, and 
worth $55, would be $31.33 By the old 
method it would have cust from $58 40 tw 
$73 to have raised the steer tw the same 
perfection. By pavkiog grass with the corn 
ino the silo, six to twelve cows may be 
kept On the product of the land nevessary 
ty support one cow by the usual method. 
One experiment on feeding a cow forty 
pounds of ensilage tor thirty-four days« 
showed an increase of fifty-three pounds in 
weight.—Furmers’ Review. 

No propose’ change in time-honored 
methods of agriculture has excited so deep 
an interest as the recent experiments in 
preserving green forage crops in silos, or 
aonamt Eg its. One of the earliest ad- 
venturers in this new field was Mr. Clark 
W. Mills, of Arrareck farm, near Pompton, 
N.J., and his silos are now as extensive as 
any in the country. His success was so 

reat last year that he is now wintering 120 

ead of cattle and twelve horses without 
a pound of hay. His store of ensilage was 
gathered from less than thirteen acres of 
land. Mr. Millis es imates the entire cost of 
his supply of about 600 tons, incl seed. 
tillage, gathering, cutting and packing 
ready for feeding at less cost than $500, and

Winter Bouquets and Picture Framos. 


To dry flowers and ferns for winter bou- 
quets—take deep dishes or those of suf- 
ticient depth to allow the flowers to be 
covered aninch deep with sand; get the 
common white sand, such as is used for 
scouring purposes, cover the bottom of-the 
dish with a layer half an inch deep, and 
then lay in the flowers, stems downward, 
holding them firmly in place while you 
sprinkle sand over them, until all places 
between the petals are filled and the 
flowers buried out of sight. A broad dish 
will accommodate quite a large number. 
Set the dish inadry, warm place where 
they willdry gradually, and at the end of 
a week pour off the sand and examine 
them. If there is any moisture in the 
sand it must be dried out before using 
again, or fresh sand may be poured over 
them the same as before. Some flowers 
will require weeks to dry, while others 
will become sufficiently dry in a week or 
ten days. White flowers will not answer 
for this purpose. By this simple process 
flowers are preserved in their proper 
shape as well as in their proper cvlor. 

Cheap and quite pretty frames for pic- 
‘ures may be made in this way. Take 
twelve splints of equal length. three for 
each side of the frame. fasten the corners 
by weaving the splints, leaving a little 
space between each, and tie with worsted. 
New make another frame in the same 
manner and fasten it over the first corner- 
wise. This is only for square pictures. I 
made one of mahogany colored splints tied 
with seerlet worsted. I have another 
frame made of alder buds. Cut a piece of 
pasteboard the size you want your frame, 
cover with black cloth or paper; sew on 
the buds and varnish.
